CmCAao, July 83.—Tho ITornld prints 


a long article giving in detail tho plans 
of tho American Hallway union to ab- 
sorb the older railway brotherhoods, 
and the recently organized American 
Labor union, to take every class of 
labor except railway employes, the 
two organizations to affiliate and bo 
prepared by May 1, 1805, to demand a 
readjustment of wages to the basis ex- 
isting prior to the panic and hard times, 
and in tho event of refusal to order a 
general walkout. 


The articles continues: 
"Some broad statements in this con- 


nection were made by officials of the 
American Bail-way union headquarters 
as follows: 'That on or about January 
15, 189S. there would be held in Chicago 
a convention composed of representa 
;.ive 
men of tho American Railway 


union, the United Mine Workers o 
North America, the Knights of Labor 
and American Labor union; the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and tho old 
railway brotherhoods would not be rep- 
resented in this convention; that at this 
convention all branches of labor repro- 
Eented would be called on to present a 
succinct report as to the then existing- 
wage scales, and how ranch they have 
been cut in 1802, 1893 and 1804; that 
these wage scales should then bo formu- 
lated, and bo presented to the corpora- 
tions and railroads, with tho demand 
that they ho readjusted to the basis 
existing prior to the panic and hard 
times, and that if this demand was not 
granted a general walkout should fol- 
low May 1, IBflj.' 


"As one officer of the A. R. U. put it: 


'The present strike will never be de- 
clared off by Mr. Debs, and we expect, 
if the Chicago switchmen remain firm, 
that the Chicago roads will eventually 
compromise on a basis satisfactory to 
all. The present strike not being de- 
clared off, a convention of tho charac- 
ter described will be entirely in place, 
and will briny together at that time 
the strongest labor organization in 
the world. 
There will bo a full 


analysis of wage scales before any

is made on capital for

change, and the east will be as strongly 
represented in tho new labor organiza- 
tions then as the west is now. The 
movement of May 1, 1895, then, will be 
only a re-inforcemont of tho strike bo- 
gun on Juno 20, 1SB4.'

SAX FIIANCISCO. July 23.—The steam- 


ship Rio Janeiro, which arrived from 
the Orient this morning- brought the 
following from Honolulu: 


Iloxoi.ui.u, July 13.—The provisional 


government is no more and the repub- 
lic of Hawaii holds the reins of power. 
But it is only a change of name, tho 
same jyoplc are in power and the 
avowed purpose of the government is 
the same—to ohtain annexation with 
the United .States. 


The new constitution, which was fln 


ishcd on the 3rd, was promulgated or 
the Fourth of July, from the fron1 
steps of the former palace.

mighty cheer. While surrounded by his 
cabinet, the military and the members 
of the late constitutional government, 
he read the proclamation of the new 
republic as follows: 


"I, Sanford B. Dole, president of the 


provisional government of the Hawaii- 


Copics or tins resolution wore *eiit to 
he representatives of foreign govern- 
nents with thu request that tliuy 
should not rucojjni/o the republic. It 
md no effect in that way, however, as 
ill t.Uesu representatives have recog- 
ii/.ed it with the exception of Minister 
iVootlhouse, the English minister resi- 
lent, who simply slated that he would 
nform his government of the change. 


On the evening of the Fourth the an-

ecutive mansion rules, signed by Henry 
L. Thurbe'r, private secretary to the 
president. These rules are as follows:

days at elovcn o'clock. 


"Monday will bo reserved by the president 


for tho transaction ot public business requir- 
ing his uninterrupted attention.

on other days, except cabinet days. 


"Persons not senators nnd renrosenlattvea,
